The #0,000,000 for sewnge diaposal would
likowiso be spent over a term of yeara
and would ba borrowed on the capacity
allowed by general assesnment.

The City Controllar in hie report sub-
mitted to Councils at the last meeting
Nxed the borrowing capacity of the eity
for nll purposes In excenp of §47.000,000.

Leginlntion now pending at Harrlaburg

Tha milllons for tranait could be ex-
pended only In & term of years, as could
the milllons for & sewage disposal plant.
A bill that already has the approval of
Councils’ Legisintive Committes will be
introduced In the Legislature to allow
Phllmdelphin to execute contracts for
pubilie betterments to the amount of
money actually appropriated Instead of
walting until the nuthorieation of n
loan for the total cost of Lthe improvement
is made.

That measure will allow Philadeiphin
to start a transit aystem. n sewage dis-
posal system and other works even though
only a porilon of the total cost of the
completed project Is approprinted. The
Inoreased borrowing capacity of the clty
would provide the working capltal for
earrying on the Improvement.

Revenues estimatnd to accrue to the olty
from a completed transit system will be

TAYLOR ANSWERS OPPONENTS,

But Philundelphia will have rapid tran-
st “The coterle of obstructionbsts,*
which has prevented the Finance Com-
mittee of Counclly from favorably report-
Ing the bill which provides for a specinl
election on  the $30,000,000 transit loan,
will wuffer the consequences of publie
wrath and be compelled to face an up-
rising of the people such as tho city hus
never witnessed,

These statoments, embodied In a vitrolle
address made by Transit Director Tuylor
befors the BDusiness Sclerice Club in the
Hotel Adelohia last night, were the unl-

Not only did IMrector Tayvior score the
politicians who are holding up’ the tran-
sit program after It has been Indorsed
by every business and civic sasociation
in the elty and by the clilzens at large,
but he mgaln went deep Into the general
project of giving ths ity the finest sub-
way and high-speed surface lines In the
country. In touching upon the over-
crowding condition of the present system
he sald:

*“Yes, T contend it s nbsclurely Indecent
for your wives and daughters to truvel,
packed in like nardines, with all sorts and
kinda of men, If you men are willing to
stand It, remember that you owe some-
thing to your wives and daughters, the
wives and daughters of your friends.

The jingle of the telephone bells when
the EvENING LEDGER reporter entered
Was Incessant. The ofMee Loy was doing
his best to answer them. The secrelary
was assisting him, but two persons can.
not talk over three telephones at the
same time and listen also to the Inquiries
of callers,

Practiece In handling the recelvers has
mude the office boy profclent, Heveral
times he pleked up two nt once, one to
each ear, shoutlng n “Hello” for bath.
Nwaturally he gol muddled when the
parties on the other end of the wire both
stirted to talk at once, What they sald
he would not tell; of course,
